How It Was Settled. 

On Ponce de Leon the street 
company is to keep down its wc ee 
On Gordon street the company will 
lay a concrete base under the pave- 
ment wherever the chief of construc- 
tion thinks it may be necessary. 

On Grant street the company will 
lay a base of crushed stone, but will 
give a written guarantee that the war 
tracks will not injure the pavement. 

To all of this the street committee 
agreed, and the—no, not fight—‘‘agita- 
tion” is over. 

The meeting of the street committee 
was one of the liveliest and most spir- 
ited, but at the same time the most 
friendly, it has ever held with the offi- 
eials of the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er company. The officials were present 
by special invitation. 

From what they had heard for the 
past two or three months, the audience 
of taxpayers thought they were going 
io witness something real scrappy.

The “T” Rall and the Groove Rail. 

Mr. Arkwright began to speak of the 
“request” by the city to lay a groove 
rail instead of a “T” rail on Ponce de 
Leon avenue.

“We have now down on Ponce de 
leon avenue a “T’ rail of 80 pounds to 
the inch, with a double track. It has 
been down only five years, and will 
last fifteen or twenty years. Must we 
tear up that good track and throw 
away the rails, for we cannot use a 
‘™ rail on any other street, and lay a 
groove rail at a cost of over $15,000? 
Would that be fair or just? Then, if we

He said that where there was a 
groove rail the ,.pavement was good, 
but where there was a “T” rail the 
pavement had a deep rut cut next to 
the tracks fully 3t2 inches wide. He 
said that’ a poor car flange had been 
the cause of it.

Mr. Arkwright replied that he 
nothing of this.

Four Get Bronze Medals. 
Fifth Hero Lost Life, and 
Silver Medal and Pension 
Go to Widow and Children

Pittsburg, October 29.—Five 
Georgians figure in the list of awards 
announced here tonight by the Carne- 
gie Hero Fund commission. 

Four of these Georgians receive 
bronze medals. In the fifth case the 
hero lost his life but the commission 
awards a silver medal to widow with 
pension for self and children. 

Awards to Georgians, 

Those who were § awarded 
medals are: 

James W. Brice, &Sr., Culloden, Ga.; 
awed 48; for attempting to save James 
Jones from suffocation in a well at 
Culloden, October 20, 1914. 

Abner Sullivan, Culloden, Ga.; aged 
37; for saving James Jones in case 
cited. 

Leopold C. Coleman, 418 East Hunt- 
ington street, Savannah, Ga.; aged 26; 
for saving Rose Goshen from drown- 
ing in a motor-boat accident at Mont- 
gomery, Ga., March 19, 1911. 

Samuel F. Hargett, West Point, Ga.; 
aged 22; for saving J. Holstun Dar- 
den in a well June 25, 1913. 

Because of the bravery of Bli J. 
Harden, deceased, a silver medal was 
awarded to his widow, Dalton, Ga., to- 
gether with pension for self and chil- 
dren. Harden died attempting to save 
James H, Seay from suffocation in a 
well, August 18, 1913, 

Sixty Awards fe | 

Sixty acts of heroism in all were 
recognized by the commission in the 
awards that were announced. In eight 
cases silver medals were awarded; and 
in fifty-two cases, bronze medals. 

Nine of the heroes lost their lives, 
and to the dependents of six of these, 
pensions aggregating $2,520 a year 
were granted; to the dependents of 
one of these and of three others who 
lost their lives, sums totaling $2,165, 
to be applied, subject to the direction 
of the commission, in various ways, 
were pranted. In addition to these 
money grants, in six cases sums ag- 
gregating $11,000 were appropriated 
for educational purposes, payments to 
be needed and approved: and 
in forts awards aggregating 
$28,500 were made to be applied to- 
ward the purchase of homes and to 
other worthy purposes. Payments in 
these will not be made until the 
beneficiary's plans for the use of the 
award have been approved by the 
commission.

Carranza troops lie  be- 
hind an elaborate system of earth- 
works awaiting the approach of the 
Villa army. 

Word was received today that five 
thousand Carranza troops were com- 
ing by rail through United States ter- 
ritory to strengthen the Agua Prieta 
garrison. Twenty-five hundred men 
with their arms in bond in a sealed 
car will arrive here from Piedras 
Negras tomorrow, it was stated br 
todolfo Graduna, Mexican consul 
here. <A similar force will follow Sun- 
day or Monday.

GERMAN CORPSES 
CHOKED RIVER. 


London, October 29.—‘‘Accounts have 
reached here,’ says a Reuter dispatch 
from Petrograd, ‘“‘of a spectacular fight 
on the island of Dalen, on the Dvina 
river, a few miles southeast of Riga, 
whither the Russians lured the Ger- 
mans, allowing them time to install 
themselves before beginning a bom- 
bardment from both sides. 

“Spectators from Riga who witnessed 
the cannonade from a bridge across the 
Dvina saw the river choked with Ger- 
man corpses floating down stream, and 
stated that the German forces had been 
almost entirely wiped out.” 


GERMANS SHORT 
OF AMMUNITION. 


London, October 29.—The failure of 


the Germans to take Dvinsk and Riga enn 


is attributed in. Petrograd, according 
to a Reuter dispatch, not only to the 
difficult nature of the heavily wooded 
country, which prohibits mass move- 
ments of troops, but to “a German 
shortage of ammunition, said to be be- 
coming critical.” 


FRENCH GAIN 
IN CHAMPAGNE. 


Paris, October 29.—Tonight's war of- 
fice statement said: 

“In the course of the continuous com- 
bats that are going on in Champagne 
for the possesion of those portions of 
‘La Courtine’ work, which are still oc- 
cupied by the Germans, we realized to- 
day very perceptible progresa_by taking 
from the enemy, on a front of about 
150 meters, several trenches which the 
(jermans demended up to the last mo- 
tent with the greatest tenacity. We 
have taken 200 unwounded prisoners, 
including a company commander and 
two other officers, the Germans hav- 
ing besides lost nearly 400 men killed 
or wounded.

London, October 29.—The foreign of- 
fice has received a § fispatch from 
British Consul Shipley at Tabriz, Per- 
sia, which. says that 25,000 Syrian 
mountaineers from the Tyari and ad- 
jacent districts have taken refuge in 
Salmds, and that 10,000 more are ex- 
pected there.

Consul Shipley adds that the Ameri- 
can relief committee under the presi- 
dency of the United States consul is 
doing all it can, but that its funds dre 
inadequate and that Great Britain must 
aid. Mr. Shipley suggests that all funds 
be sent to him for distribution through 
the American committee, which he he- 
lieves is the best agency for giving 
effective relief.

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500 LIVES IN JEOPARDY. 

Refusing to appropriate $150 to build an 
additional exit for the children of the Tenth 
Street school in case of fire or other emer- 
gency, the finance committee of council must 
bear the terrible responsibility of placing 
in jeopardy the lives of 500 to 600 children 
attending that school daily, in the event of 
any occurrence which might create panic 
conditions. 

Investigations made by the Parent-Teach- 
ers’ association of the Tenth Street school, 
their conclusions and their effort to secure 
remedy, are set forth in the card of H. A. 
Maier, published in The Constitution today. 

These investigations show that the school 
furnace is located immediately underneath 
the back hallway and exit leading to the 
yard or playground; that in the event of fire 
it would almost certainly start from the 
furnace or furnace room, thus effectively 
blocking the rear exit and making it useless 
as a means of escape; that in case of such 
fire there is only one available exit for the 
600 or more pupils in the main school build- 
ing—the front entrance; that the exit on 
the western side of the building adjacent 
to the annex is sufficient only for the 150 
or more children in the annex itself; that 
an additional exit, giving practical assur- 
ance of safety, can be built at the eastern 
end of the main building, toward Piedmont 
avenue, for something like $150, and cer- 
tainly not more than $250. 

With these facts in hand, a committee 
from the Parent-Teachers’ association went 
before the finance committee of council and 
asked for the very small appropriation nec- 
essary, as they clearly showed, for the 
safety of an entire school full of children, 
and the finance committee very promptly 
turned it down! 

Thus has the finance committee of coun- 
cil taken upon itself the awful responsibility 
of jeopardizing the lives of more than 600 
school children. 

We are told that of the approximately 
$5,000,000 a year which Atlanta spends on 
maintenance about 80 per cent of it, or some 
$4,000,000, goes for salaries and wages. If 
that is true, there is something wrong about 
organization. We need to 
It is evident that 


our municipal 


too much money is being expended on sala- 
ries and wages at the expense of just such 
conditions as this which has been shown to 
exist in the Tenth Street school. . 

The action of the finance committee in 
this case approaches closely the inhuman; 
it surpasses reason. 

Winter weather is approaching; it will 
goon be necessary ito keep furnaces going 
full blast. If by any chance there should be 
a fire there and a single life were lost the 
public would hold the finance committee and 
council to a strict accountability for its 
failure to provide adequate protection at a 
cost that is even less than insignificant. 


BANKS ASKED TO AID. 


Coincident with the successful and what 
promises to be efficient organization of the 
Georgia branch of the Southern Settlement 
and Development Organization, call has been 
made upon the banks of Georgia, state and 
national, to contribute in accordance with 
their resources to the expense of the first 
year’s work of this association. 

President J. W. Motte, of the Georgia 
branch, has mailed from Savannah to every 
bank in the state a letter calling attention 
to the organization and its purposes, and re- 
questing that it will contribute a small 


amount to the coming year’s expenses, 
measured upon a basis of its resources. 

Banks and business men throughout 
Georgia will be the first to benefit as a re- 
sult of the work the Georgia branch of the 
Southern Settlement and Development Or- 
ganization is now doing. They should be, 
therefore, first and most enthusiastic in its 
support. If every bank in Georgia will con- 
tribute the small amount asked of it to 
meet the expenses of the first year’s opera- 
tions, the organization will have a splendid 
working fund upon which successfully to 
push its work. 

This organization, as will be recalled, 
was formed as the result of a meeting held 
on Tybee Island, near Savannah, in July, 
following which there was selected a board 
of directors composed of one from each 
congressional district in the state. These 
directors include men-successful and promi- 
nent in banking and other lines of business 
all over Georgia; their names are sufficient 
assurance that the organization means busi- 
ness and is determined to get results. As 
stated in President Motte’s letter:

wise, the further settlement and develop- 
ment of the state of Georgia with a type 
of persons having such experience as 
will tend to make them successful farm- 
ers and citizens, and whose operations 
will in no wise conflict with the inter- 
ests of those who compose the citizen- 
Ship of the state at this time. 

The first meeting of the board was 
held at Macon on the 20th inst., and it 
was unanimously resolved at this meet- 
ing that as the banks throughout the 
state will benefit materially by this 
movement, they be requested to con- 
tribute to the support of the organiza- 
tion for the first year. 

The Georgia branch has already arranged 
to bring two valuable agricultural colonies 
into this state. Tracts of fertile agricul- 
tural land have been secured for them and 
the details of their location are now being 
gradually worked out. This is but a small 
beginning of the work that is in view. It is 
proposed to put many of these colonies at 
points throughout the state where the best 
and most. satisfactory results can be 
attained. 4 

This is a work in which Georgia has long 
been lacking. Through this organization it 
has been taken up on a purely business 
basis, and with the backing that has been 
given it, there is every reason to believe 
there will be rapid and valuable returns in 
the results of its efforts toward the right 


sort of colonization. 


KEEP OFF THE TRACKS. 


Statistics of accidents to men and boys 
who walk railroad tracks or attempt to 
jump upon moving trains make it appear 
that fatality is about the only sure cure for 
the track-walking and train-hopping mania. 

President Fairfax Harrison, in a report 
just made, shows that 147 persons were 
killed last year as a result of this mania on 
the Southern railway alone. This is only 
one railroad system out of more than a hun- 
dred operating in the United States. The 
aggregate figures of the loss of life through 
unlawful intrusion upon railroad rights of 
way throughout the country 
palling. 

Persons not in the employ of railroads 
have no right upon railroad rights of way, 
and when they are killed as the result of 
going upon the tracks or attempting to 
jump on moving trains, the responsibility is 
wholly their own. The only exception to 
this rule is at grade crossings of railroads 
and publie highways, and there the rail- 
road shares the responsibility with the in- 
dividual: Both must exercise due care and 
diligence in the prevention of accident. 

But for intrusion upon rights of way or 
efforts to jump on moving trains, there is no 
possible excuse. Regardless of the fact 
that they cannot be held legally accountable 
for accidents under these conditions, lead- 
ing railroads throughout the country are 
putting out educational propaganda upon 
the subject in the humanitarian effort to 
induce people to look out for themselves. 
In some instances they are publishing paid 
advertisements in leading newspapers, and 
many of them have posted warning signs 
at advantageous points, going to no small 
expense in the effort to protect people 
against themselves. 

There is only one safe way, and that is 
to keep off the railroad tracks!

This is an injunction that should be 


drilled into every school child. It would be 
well to make “Safety First’ instruction a 
part of the curriculum in every common 
school in the country. A few minutes a 
week, or even once a month, would be saffi- 
cient to instruct and warn school children 
against dangers of this sort. It is an in- 
struction they would remember through 
their lives and hand down to their’ own 
children. ; 

As a life-saving proposition the sugges- 
tion of introducing “Safety First” instruc- 
tion into the common schools is well worth 
thinking about.

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BRONZE TABLET TO DR. STRICKLER | 


TO BE UNVEILED SUNDAY MORNING 


A bronze tablet in honor of Dr. Givens 
Brown Strickler, former pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian church and until his death the 
foremost theologian in the Southern Presby- 
terian church, will be unveiled Sunday morn- 
ing, November 10. Dr. Theron H. Rice, pastor 
succeeding Dr. Strickler, who is now a mem- 
ber of the. faculty of Union Theological 
seminary, will deliver the memorial sermon. 
Special invitations have been sent out under 
the direction of Dr. Dunbar H. Ogden, present 
pastor of the Central church, to old friends 
of Dr. Strickler and former members of his 
congrebation. 

At the beginning of the civil war Dr. 
Strickler, then a young man, enlisted in 
Stonewall Jackson's brigade. He made a bril- 
liant record as a soldier and soon rose 
from the ranks to.a captaincy. 

When the war was over Mr. Strickler 
entered upon studies for the ministry and 
his subsequent career as pastor of two 
churches and professor of systematic theology 
at the Union Theological seminary, Richmond, 
Va. His activities in each of these positions 
was marked off in periods of fourteen years 
each. 


Dr. Strickler’s first pastorate was at the 
Tinkling Springs Presbyterian church in the 
valley of Virginia. This entire section had 
originally been settled with Presbyterians 
and his church was a very wealthy one, with 
a history covering 150 years. In the early 
part of 1883 he came to Atlanta as pastor of 
the Central Presbyterian church. The pres- 
ent church structure was built under his di- 
rection, and while it was replacing the 
former building the congregation worshiped 
in the old courthouse. 

In 1886 Dr. Strickler ceased from active 
preaching with the unusual record of having 
served only two congregations. 
years the Union Theologtcal seminary had 
importuned him to accept the chair of sys- 
tematic theology. So he accepted in 1896. 

Dr. Strickler was in wide demand as a 
speaker on many different occasions. At the 
memorial services held in honor of Jefferson 
Davis in 1889, the greatest of that kind ever 
held in the Georgia state capitol, he delivered 
the principal address. 

Dr. Strickler was born April 25, 1840, and 
died August 4, 1913, at the age of 73. Dr. 


C. W. Strickler, of the city, is his son. 


The Holland Letter 


From Peru and from Chile are soon to be 
brought copper in vast amounts to the 
United States, and after the war is ended a 
considerable part of the copper output of 
these South American states will be exported 
to Europe. Early in November several of 
those who are leaders in the development of 
the copper industry in the United States will 
be in New York, some of them being chiefly 
occupied in the development of the copper 
industry in Utah and Montana. Conspicuous 
among them is Mr. Jackling, whose career 
contains as romantic a story as is told of any 
of those-who, beginning in obscurity, after- 
wards gained influence and wealth through 
the development by them of mining property. 

When McKinley was president Mr. Jack- 
ling was paid wages, and he was employed 
in the mines as many other day laborers 
were. He was not occupied, however, with 
labor questions or with organizations, but 
he took up the study of chemistry and geol- 
ogy, and having revealed unusual executive 
ability and constructive force, he was rapidly 
promoted. In the far west one of his 
achievements deemed worthy to rank with 
any of the others with which his name is 
identified was his solution of a problem 
which others before his day had declared 
was not to be solved.: The great Utah moun- 
tain long ago was known to contain vast 
amounts of copper, but it was ore of low 
grade, and none of the engineers was able to 
say how it could be utilized for commercial 
purposes. Mr. Jackling showed how this 
could be done, and the property is now one 
of the largest copper mining properties of 
the United States. He is understood to have 
discovered the way in which 75 per cent of 
this low grade copper can be released and 
made marketable, and has been for some 
time occupied with the problem whose solu- 
tion will show how the remaining part of the 

can be obtained.

anxiously, perhaps, but as a matter of inter- 
est associated with the steady development 
in large measure of the world’s copper in- 
dustry. 

One difference between the Cerro de 
Pasco mines in northern Peru and the mines 
in Chile which the Guggenheims have begun 
to operate upon a large scale, lies in the fact 
that the Peruvian mine is very old. Its his- 
tory goes back almost to the conquest of 
South America by the Spaniards, whereas 
the mines of Chile have, in a large way, been 
developed only within a comparatively short 
time. Probably the Chile mines have larger 
deposits of copper than the Peruvian mine, 
but both are very rick in this ore. The Gug- 
genheims have sens 'h4 capital 
to millions in perfecting the Chile property, 
having obtained, upon excellent terms, con- 
cessions from Chile for opening and operat- 
ing. Both mines must depend upon railway 
transportation for taking the ore from the 
mines to the seaports. The Guggenheims, 
with their Chile copper mines, did not have 
the advantage in proximity to the seacoast 
which Charles M. Schwab’s investment in 
Chilean iron properties possessed. It was 
necessary for the Guggenheims to build a 
railroad ifi order to perfect their plant and 
make transportation to the seaport, but it is 
a short road, comparatively speaking, but 
Mr. Schwab can transport his ore to the 
steamers by gravity railroad. 


The Cerro de Pasco Mine. 


The Cerro de Pasco (the Spaniards called 
it the Cerro da Pasco mine) was one of the 
objects Peru had in mind when it entered 
into contract with Henry Meiggs to build a 
railroad from Callao, Lima’s seaport, up and 
over the Andes. The mine is situated upon 
the eastern slope of the Andes. It was 
worked by the Spaniards, who had no regard 
for the copper, but were intent upen secur- 
ing the rich silver ore. When they had, as 
they presumed, exhausted the silver they 
abandoned the mine and for two hundred 
years at least it was unthought of. After 
Peru—in part under the stimulus of the late 
William R. Grace—began to awaken from 
the lethargy which had for years character- 
ized her and her leading men had gained 
some understanding of the magnificence of 
the natural riches of Peru, in addition to the 
recognized riches of her nitrate deposits, in- 
vestigation of the abandoned mine was made. 
The experts reported that It was loaded 
down with copper ore, and that it could be 
worked for years to great commercial ad- 
vantage, provided some other transportation 
than that furnished by the backs of the 
llamas could be secured. Under the Grace 
regime, in association with English capital, 
the railroad was completed to the summit of 
the Andes, and about that time J. P. Haggin 
and others secured concessions for operating 
the mine. It was necessary to extend the 
railroad from its terminal at the summit of 
the Andes to the mine, and Mr. Hagzgin as- 
sisted greatly in this construction work. He 
also planned the construction of another 
railroad from the mines to a seaport on the 
northern coast of Peru. 

What is now under way with 
de Pasco Mining company is a reorganiza- 
tion, presumably for the sake of securing 
adequate financing of the property. It is ob- 
served that the reorganizers have adopted 
the plan so warmly advocated by Francis 
Lynde Stetson of issuing stock which is 
without nominal par value. These two 
mines upon the western slope of the Andes, 
one in northern Peru and the other in Chile, 
perhaps 1,500 miles south, will considerably 
influence the copper markets of the world 
after normal conditions are restored. In 
addition, there should be resumed heavy ex- 
ports of copper from Bolivia.. These exports 
have, in fact, if not in name, been placed 
under embargo because Great Britain, which 
heretofore has beught this Bolivian copper, 
is not able now to transport it from Bolivia.
